Screw pressure clamps are 
widely used in the woodworking 
industry, and present rather puz- 
zling problems as to their follow- 
up characteristics. A number of 
types are shown in Figs. II,1,2,3 
and 4. The successful use of such 
clamping devices for many years 
indicates that they do have fol- 
low-up characteristics which are
